TROPIC 4L f BAUDS. 


Jhe Roiuaue* utd Reality .of Tropical 


Connlrie*. 


That tropical towns are squalid and 


miserable, I suppose even-body more or 
less belierei. I discovered at & later 
date that Kingston, compared with 
Suit* Mntha or Savanilla. uiifilu be 
considered a clean, thriving and oiril- 
ized city. 
By to my untutored Euro- 


pean mind it seemed at firnt sight more 
frightful than anything I could have 
believed of Coomasiie or Timbuctoo. I 
suppose those who stay at home have 
no idea what an extra-European town 
must necessarily be. At any ratu, I 
could not before have believed that 
there existed on earth a pUoe so 
wretched, so mean-looking, so utterly 
bankrupt and disreputable, as that in- 
which I then stood. But the country, 
thinks the unsophisticated Briton, the 
country must be beautiful! There the 
hand of man cannot mar the natural 
charms of green fields and lovely flow- 
ers. There the waving sugar cane, the 
graceful bamboo, the spreading tree f*rn, 
the magnificent palms (those palms 
again!) must make a scenery of fairy 
loveliness. There the orange trees, the 
parrots, the butterflies—all, my dear sir, 
all, all mere fancy! (Jo and see for your- 
self, or trust those who have seen, Such 
things you may [find at Kew 
<rar- 


dcna orSytlenhaw.'but not, I assure you, 
in the tropics. 
Behind the town lies a 


plain, occupied for the most part by 
grazing farms and cultivated, land. Vou 
may drive out on any side along u dusty 
road and survey the beauties o!' nature 
m they unfold' themselves to vour in- 
quiring cyo. Hedges afcatcus shut it in 
nn either hand, and of course shut off 
the prospect of every object except their 
own obtrusive stems. 
Now, a catcus 


'icdge is a very pretty thing in tho ab- 
stract, that is* to say a hedge of such 
cateus plants as one may see at Kew or 
Sydenham aforesaid. But the concrete 
cateus hedge of reality consists of tall, 
scraggy stalks, flowcrlesn and spiny, cov- 
ered half on inoh deep in collected dust, 
and as thoroughly unrouantic as dirt 
and neglect can make them. Here and 
there a gap in the hedge or an interval 
of wire fencing allows one to glance at 
the fields within. And what fields! No 
soft tart, pied with daisies and butter- 
cups, but great dusty levels, overgrown 
with rank and weedy vegetation, more 
like rushes than English grass. The dust 
lies in Its spiky blades, not in light pow- 
der, but thick an<i deep as in nn unin- 
habited room. You cannot see the shape 
of the leaves for the white layer that 
overlies them, always, of course, under 
(lint pelting sunl.ght which makes the 
dullest gray come out in staring white- 
ne4i The plain is one unbroken sea of 
dingy weeds, and the tropical country 
has followed the tropical town to John 
Milton's limbo of false imaginings, the 
1>arad'sa of Fools, And ths flowers? 
Well, there are no flowers. A few rare 
trees burst once a year into masses of 
crimson bloom; a few stray plants after 
the rainy season open their faint yellow 
petals in the fields from which the show- 
ers have washed away the surface dust; 
but the general aspect of every tropical 
plain is one of monotonous and weari- 
some greenish-brown. As to walking in 
the fields in search of flowers, you might 
as well walk through an aero of furze. 
In tropical countries no man strays far 
from the dry highway, or if ho strays he 
repents it afterward with many a literal 
thorn in the flesh, not to mention many 
a creeping thing, buried deepbeneathhis 
tender skin. The fruits are there, one 
must allow;.but not the luscious fruits 
of oui imagination. Good oranges are 
found only temperate climates; those 
which grow under a vertical sun run 
more to rind, pulp and fiber, than to 
sweet juice or delicate flavor. Pine- 
apples in the West Indies are mere 
masses of sugary string, unfit to com- 
pare with our'delicious hot-house fruit. 
A> for common ruck of berries—resi- 
nous mangoes, mealy bananas, aluppy 
custard apples, insipid c'uorimoyas, in- 
fantile nasoberries—they deserve no 
place at any decent table, and, tn say 
the truth, seldom obtain ono. While wo 
at home uro talking with luscious li 
of the exquisite tropical 
fruits, 


wiser planter is quietly importing prunes 
and raiins, figs and olives for his own 
dessert, and would as soon think of eat- 
inga crocodile as of putting the common 
and tasteless messes of his native trees 
before his English guests.—From '•?/!••

Horrors, of the Famine In Clilnn. 


It is estimated that in the fnmiuc- 


stricken districts of China the popula- 
tion has been reduced over 5,000,000 by 
actual starvation, and the prospect con- 
tinue-. as gloomy n* at the beginning. 
An idea of the isolation and suffering 
mu\ be gathered from the official report 
of Governor Honan to the Poking fix- 
zt'tr,m which he s-ays: 
"In the earlier 


period of di«trc.«s the living fed upon 
the bodies of the dead, next the strong 
devoured the weak, and now the genera? 
destitution has arrived at such <i climax 
that men devour those of theirnwn fle»h 
and bl"od. 
History contains no record 


of so terrible and distressing a state of 
things, and if prompt measures of relief 
be not instituted the whole region must 
become depopulated. Local sources of 
supply are entirely exhausted; the gran- 
aries arc eraptv and the trca*ury drains J 
dry; while the few wealthy people in the 
provinces have helped with contributions 
and loans till they themselves arc im- 
poverished."

vestigation Committee, the attendance 
was unusually large. George E. Me- 
Neilt, President of the International 
Workingmen's. Union, residing in West 
Somerville, Mass., was tbc first witness. 
The whole difficulty, in his opinion, is 
the wage system of labor, or, in other 
words, that the wage system and the 
steam engine are cotemporaneous, and 
that the productive power has exceeded 
the power of consumption. He favored 
an eight-hour law throughout the coun- 
try. 


Mr. Peck, of Danbury, Conn., follow- 


ed, 
He thought that instead of lending 


hundreds of millions of dollars to banks, 
tbe Government should Und tome lew 
hundred million* free of interest to tbe 
workingmen. He read a long petition 
to Congress asking the Government to 
lend any man 15,000 to build A home
